QO-lS Daycare 





Names of daycare children witheld for privacy reasons. 
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^^^othing should keep a young adult from getting their high school 
diploma, or even their college degree for that matter. However, many 
teen mothers feel that keeping a child means giving up on school all 
together but, in reality, it doesn't have to. 

Daycare is offered to high school mothers, college mothers, and high 
school and college staff mothers at the College Mennonite Church in 
Goshen. The daycare has been offered to some time now and it really 
does help give young mothers a chance to finish their education, without 
having to pay high expenses or worry whether or not the babysitter will 
be there for them. 

At the present time eight high school students and nineteen high school 
staff members or college staff and students are taking advantage of the 
daycare. The cost for students is only $7.00 a week, and there is also a 
"baby bus" that picks up the mothers and their child, drops off the 
children at the College Mennonite Church, and takes the mothers back to 
the high school. The hours are from 6:45 AM to 4:00PM. 

As for the twenty seven children dropped off every day. seven paid 
staff, as well as some advanced child development students, involve 
them in various activities throughout the day (advanced child develop- 
ment students receive one credit for every hour). Activities that the 
children are involved in include "activities that are developmentally 
appropriate, such as stories , motor skills, and developmental games" 
Jane Brookmyer. daycare director, stated. Each child is also given a 
developmental test to verify whether or not the child is at the right level 
for their age. If tests come back below the normal level ADEC is 
contacted, but only if needed. 

Finding child care that is fulfilling to the child and at a reasonable cost 
to the parent is hard to find, which is why the daycare being offered is so 
very important. Mothers want to know their child, or children are well 
taken care of. and the care offered at College Mennonite Church is the 
place that can set their minds at ease.

The football team finished the regular season undefeated, but lost to Memorial in the second 
round of sectionals. The seniors displayed outstanding work ethic and leadership. The 1997

The GHS Science Olympiad team is co-captained 
this year by Matt Riley and Mike Diaz, and sponsored 
by Mr. Horst. There are 15 total "official" and a half 
dozen other participants. They meet every other 
Tuesday during FLEX from October until February, 
when they compete in regional competition. If they 
win Regionals they procede to the State competition in 
Indianapolis. 

The competition consists of seven to ten schools 
(in the Regional competition) that compete in 23 
events. The events have one to four participants from 
each school. Some event examples include: the 
"Scrambler", where an egg has to be transported in a 
small car to stop at a certain point. "Tower Building", 
where participants build a tower and try to see whose 
holds the most weight, and "Don't Bug Me", in which 
the students must memorize characterizations of over 
100 species of insects. 

Though the philosophy of the competition is based 
on "making science fun and encouraging people to 
learn because of the competition." Mr. Horst describes 
their goals as "to learn enough science to win 
regionals." They seem to have met it well, winning 
three out of four years and likely for the fourth this 
year. 

During the Tuesday practices the team builds, 
studies, brainstorms, etc. for their chosen two to four 
events.

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The season started with the team being ranked 16th in state and ended with a record of 9-1. The team entered 
the Hohart Super Duals for the first time and left with the championship. For the second straight year the team won 
the invitational. At NLC's they finished 2nd again for the third year. Gerardo Quiroz, Schuyler Barkes, and 
Andrew Yoder were the conference champs. The team won their second consecutive sectional crown and had seven 
champs: Schuyler Barkes, Colby Barkes, Eli Asta, Andrew Yoder, Mark Oswald, Brian Goss, and Steve Keener. In 
the Regional Final one of the most exciting matches in years took place as Goshen beat Jimtown 34-28. At the 
individual Regional Schuyler Barkes was a Regional Champ; Steve Keener, Andrew Yoder, and Brian Goss all 
qualified for Semi-State. Andrew Yoder became a Semi-State Champ and Brian Goss a state qualifier. The season 
ended with the team ranked #9 in state and with the dual meet record of 21-3-1 (a school record for wins). The two 
seniors, Steve Keener and Andrew Yoder, finished the season very successfully. Steve finished at 34-9, was a Semi- 
State qualifier and a state alternate. He finished with a career record of 85-44 with 33 pins (the school record in a 
three year career). Andrew Yoder finished at 43-6 with 29 pins. He ended his four year career placing 4th at state. 
Andrew was also a four time Goshen Invitational Champ. Andrew will long be remembered with all of his school 
records: 156 career wins 98 career pins, most wins in a season 43, most pins in a season 29, and most team points 
scored for a career at 915.
